Eaaex Assemblymen at the tail-end of a 
general declaration of politioai vle^a 
that they are determined to support 
George L. Becord for the united State* 
Senate. The decision was made In a 
secret conference, and it ia said there 
were aeveral opponent! to Mr. Record’s 
endorsement, > but that Senator Colby 
made the action a personal matter and 
the Aasemblymeo yielded to hie solicita¬ 
tions, or his directions, as the cane may 
bars been. 

Senator Colby has prominently an* 
warmly advocated a law tor Us a emit 
tlon of United States Senators by the 
popular vote. It was mads a feature of 
the last campaign, and the attitude vt 
the “Oolby Republicans” tn favor of con¬ 
sulting toe people In Urn aeleotloa of 
Senators, wbloh the Federal Constitution 
now requires should be elected by the 
Leg lelature.gave that tlohet many votes. 
At the same time, Mr. Oolby and his 
friends were hotly denouncing dictation 
and one-man rule was condemned with 
unstinted vigor. The details are familiar 
to all. The difference between Senator 
Colby’s present position and that which 
be occupied In the last campaign Is Irre¬ 
concilable. It Is practice vs. principle. 

A declaration for Mr. Record for Sena¬ 
tor without previous consultation with 
the people, and apparently at the dicta¬ 
tion of Mr. Colby, presents an Issue 
which makes men pause and reflect. Are 
the people of Essex to be compelled to 
give an endorsement to Mr. Becord be¬ 
cause they want the services as legisla¬ 
tors of the present delegation for other 
duties? So It would seem. The pur¬ 
pose of the politicians, old and new. Is 
to make the people ohoose between 
Dryden and Record. Freedom of 
opinion la challenged—and by those who

A Tactical Blunder. 

Tbe eleven Essex county Assembly- 
men have •• come out Into the open ” In 
conformity with their policy of doing 
everything in the light of day and of 
submitting their choice of candidates 
and their principles to the judgment of 
tbe voters and have declared themselves 
in a public manifesto In favor of a long 
platform and of George L. Reoord for 
Catted States Senator. In declaring tor 
Mr. Reoord tbe Essex men are thought 
In some quarters to have made a serious 
tactical mistake. It is said that Mr. 
Reoord la not popular In Essex and that 
tbe declaration that if elected tbe 
present Assemblymen will vote for blm 
will weaken and badly handicap tbelr 
ticket. 

Tbe Trenton Times, wbtob is bitterly 
hostile to tbe reform movement and to 
Mr. Reoord, declares that there hae been 
no greater surprise In New Jeieey pol¬ 
itics •* tbao this bold declaration of tbe 
Colbyltee of Essex oounty Id favor of the 
prlace of demagogues and slanderer*, 
Mr.. Dryden ought to be able to carry 
tbe county without an effort.” 

Tbe New Brunswick Home Ne ire, an¬ 
other strongly anti-reform paper, ex¬ 
presses tbe belief that ** the fate of tbe 
Oolby movement not only in Eapex, bat 
throughout the whole State, is now seal¬ 
ed by this crowning political blunder,” 
Even tbe Paterson Press, which baa 
leaned toward tbe new movement, feels 
aooetrilned to remark that" this move¬ 
ment will probably prove as great a po¬ 
litical mistake aa was the original nom¬ 
ination of ftr. Record, wblob was clearly 
a blunder of tbe first magnitude. But 
this la a free country. If these gentlemen 
from Essex want to barn tbelr politioai 
bridges there is no law forbidding that 
sort of arson.”*
